jjjifeffUierford, Tex., July 30.—After 
rallying in the earlier part of the day. 
Hon. S. W. T. Lanham began to sink, 
and surrounded by all his children 
except his son, Frank, then en route 
home from Fort Worth, passed peace 
fully away at 11:25 o'clock W ednes­ 
day night. 
He died with a smile upon 
his lips. 
In the morning he called for his 
spectacles, put them on and directed 
that 
the 
morning 
new spaper 
be 


b r o u g h t to him. 
During the day he 
talked pleasantly with various m em ­ 
bers of his family. 
It 
was 
not 
until 
som etim e after 
sunset th a t he showed any symptoms 
of sinking. 
Growing w eaker 
about 
IO o ’clock. Governor L anham seemed 
to realize th at his end was a m atter 
of a few hours. 
Calmly he gave direc­ 
tions th at his sons, Dr. H. M. Lanham 
of Waco. Edwin Lanham of W eather­ 
ford and Fritz Lanham and his daugh­ 
ter, Mrs 
Ed Connor of Dallas, who 
were a t home, remain at his bedside, 
saying th at the end of his earthly ca­ 
reer was near. 
During his last illness, which f o l l o w ­ 
ed the shock attendant upon the death 
of Mrs. I,anham , G overnor L anham 
lost greatly in weight 
His face grew 
much thin n er and his f r a m e rather 
emaciated, but with wonderful vitality 
for a man of his years, his mind was 
clear and his wits keen to the last 
hour of his eventful life. 
S W. T. Lanham was born on his 
father's farm in S partanburg district. 
South Carolina, July 4, 184G. 
As a 
boy he was very fond of reading. Often 
when 
sent to the field to work he 
would be found curled up under a 
tree buried in some good book. 
At 
the age of fourteen he knew by heart 
Pollock’s “Course of T im e.” 
When he 
was fifteen he had his first and only 
great teacher. 
He never tired of pay­ 
ing tribute to the influence and inspira­ 
tion of th is man under whose tutelage 
he learned as much Latin, Greek and 
English in one year as most boyg 
learn in four 
While still a boy he entered the 
C onfederate army and did gallant ser- I 
vice until the end of the war. 
Return j 
Ing home, he 
m arried, and 
in 1866 [ 
started overland with his pretty young 
bride to Texas. 
His property consist- I 
ed of two mules, a wagon and $2" • j 
The trip took three m onths, but the 
young couple were n ever discouraged j 
After looking over the country. Mr I 
Lanham chose W eatherford as a per­ 
m a n en t hom e 
He taught school for i 
a time, assisted by his wife. 
Indeed, 
G overnor L anham has often said that j 
his wife contributed greatly to his ed 
uca lion. 
Mrs. Lanham , whose maiden nam e- 
was Sarah Meng, was born in Spartan 
burg, S C., and died at W eatherford \ 
on July 2 of the present year. 
Mr 
L an h am was adm itted to the 
bar at W eatherford i n ’1869, and was 
soon th era fte r named district attorney 
He was elected to congress in Novem­ 
ber, 1888, and 
was 
re-elected 
four 
times. 
H e then devoted himself to 
the practice of law for four years, but 
was again m ade congressm an in N o­ 
vember. 1896, and continued to serve 
in that position until inaugurated as 
governor in January. 1903. 
He was 
re-elected in 1904 to th e chief magls 
try of tho state and served in that 
position until January, 1907, when he 
retired to his home at W eatherford 
He did valuable service in congress, 
especially on the judiciary committee 
Those who knew him best attribute 
his sui cess in life to his untiring in­ 
dustry. his perfect sincerity and his 
high moral ideas.

Mr. Id o lis m was a candidate for the 
D em ocratic nom ination for governor 
In 1894 
but was 
defeated 
by Hon 
Charles’ A Culberson. 
After a period 
of four y ears he retu rn ed to congress, 
and then in 1902 m ade a successful 
race for governor, being nom inated by 
acclamation. 
The d uties of his office 
were heavy. 
He was conscientious of 
the perform ance of them , and it soon 
became apparent to his friends and 
acquaintances that he was im p a lin g 
his health. 
He retired from office 
in 1907 very much broken physically, 
hut with the good opinion of the pee 
pie 
H is condition continued to grow 
worse, and he declined rapidly after 
Mrs Lanham’* death. 
G overnor Lanham w as a self-made 
man 
As he often rem arked, he had 
In his youth, to contend both with ig­ 
norance and poverty 
H e becam e a 
scholarly man, and his w ritings and 
speeches, 
both 
public 
and 
private. 
were models of correct English.

C E N S O R S H IP O F T H E P R E S S . 


About twenty years ago a prominent 
business man of Galveston, who has 
since died, met a Lampasas lady on 
the train and in the course of their 
conversation he handed her a copy 
of one of Tolstoi's books, the Kreut­ 
zer Sonata, requesting that she take 
It to her husband, whom he knew to 
be an admirer of the great Russian. 
A fter the husband and wife had read 
it together, the book was lent to a 
lady friend from Saint Louis, who was 
Visiting a brother in Lam pasas. A few 
days 
lated the borrower returned the 
book 
with the cover torn off, some 
Of the leaves 
scorched 
and 
others 
torn 
out. In explanation, she 
said 
that her brother on Binding it in his 
home 
bad thrown it into the 
fire, 
that she had rescued it, and that her 
brother had tried to take it from her 
by force. 
She also said her brother 
had told her the book was condqmnei 
as unfit to be sent through the m ails 
tin inquiry the owner of the book was 
surprised to learn that this was true. 
H e then submitted it to the pastor of 
the Baptist church in lAtnpasas, Rev. 
Redden Andrews, eminent 
for 
both 


piety and learning, who after reading 
it through said he found nothing in 
ii to Justify the ruling of the post 
office department. 
This incident is brought to mind by 
recent developments which seem to 
indicate a fixed p u rin e to establish a 
censorship of the press in this coun­ 
try, sim ilar to that in European mon­ 
archical governments. 
The 
Penrose 
bill was unquestionably an effort in 
this direction and it would certainly 
have been successful but for the pro­ 
tests of the people, which caused it 
to be smothered in committee. 
But 
hidden in the postoffice appropriation 


bill is a provision which makes not 
only the postmaster general but every 
postmaster a censor with power to de 
stroy whatever in his judgment is un­ 
fit for the people to read. 
T his is a 
dangerous power and the conferring 
it on any class of government employ­ 
es is a blow at the liberty of the press. 
W ith an efficient press censorship 
and the Dick m ilitia law. which gives 
the president direct control of the m i­ 
litia of all the States, there is abso­ 
lutely no security for the liberties of 
the people. 


A D IF F E R E N C E O F O PIN IO N . 


Section 120 of the Terrell election 
law reads in part as follows: 
‘‘Provided any political party in this 
state in convention assembled shaH 
never place in the platform or reso­ 
lutions of the party they represent 
any demand for specific legislation on 
any subject, unless the demand for 
such specific legislation 
shall 
have 
been submitted to a direct vote of the 
people and shall have been indorsed 
by a m ajority Vote of all the votes 
c is t in the prim ary election of such 
party.” 
In the interpretation of this section 
there is a difference of opinion among 
lawyers. 
According to the view of 
the prohibitionists, a proposition to 
be carried needs only to receive a 
m ajority of the votes 
cast 
for 
or 
against 
that 
particular proposition. 
Those who oppose state wide prohibi­ 
tion say that in order to be success­ 
ful it must receive a m ajority of all 
the ballots cast in the election. 
To 
illustrate: 
If 300,00 votes were cast, 
of which say 50.000 were neither for 
nor against submission, the pros say 
that submission is adopted if it has de­ 
ceived a m ajority of 250,000, but the 
antis assert that it is defeated unless 
It has received a m ajority of 300,000. 
Unless submission has 
received 
a 
m ajority of the votes cast on this 
proposition, it is unquestionably <Fe- 
feated, and there is no ground for ti 
contest; 
but if the m ajority should 
be more than half of th^ Votes for 
and against Submission and less than 
half of afl the ballots cast in the alec 
Hon, the issu£ will probably have to 
be fought Out in the courts.

Louis Dabner and John Siemen wifi 
be executed fpr the murder of M r 
kVunakata, a Japanese bunker in thffs 
city. 
Dabner and Siemen were known 
as the "gaspipe thugs,” and for sev­ 
eral months their daring crim inal ex- 
piots kept the police of San Francisco 
in an uproar and attracted the atten­ 
tion of the entire country. 
They en 
gaged in a series of bold robberies, 
which were usually accompanied by 
deeds of violence. 
In addition to the

Munakata, they are 
known to have committed at least two 
other murders. 
Appeals for a com­ 
mutation of the death sentence on the 
ground of the youth of the condemned 
men were refused by Governor (bil­
